WASHINGTON 


Explaining the New Tariff. 

WASHINGTON, March 25,—An official letter from 
the Seeretary’s office of the Treasury Depart- 
ment lays down the following rules eencerning 
the enforcement of section 7 of the new tar- 
iff laws: The mere fact that invoices and en- 
tries include non-dutiable charges does not, 
therepy, render such charges liable to duty, and 
in proper cases duty should not be evied on 
charges and commission when they can be prop- 
erly ascertained. Where, however, an invoice of 
goods declares they have been delivered 
to purchaser on the exporting vessel 
free of all charges to him the value 
stated in the invoice must be taken as that upon 
which duties shall be levied, provided, of course, 
that the appraiser makes no advance thereon, 
Goods actually remaining in bonded warehouse 
or public store when the seventh section of the 
act referred to took effect may be considered as 
entitled to a readjustment of uty under said sec- 
tion, without regard to the , it beng the 
duty of the department and officers to enforce 
the law as enacted by Congress. The department 
does not deem it wise or within its authority to 
enlarge the scope of the act soe as to 
extend the provisions of section 10 in 
connection with section 7 to goods 
not in public store or bonded warehouse when 
the act took effect and which were imported 
prior tu that date. Goods imported prior to the 
uct taking effect and which remained in the gen- 
eral order store are to be considered as in a 
bonded warehouse, and the rule before laid down 
applies accordingly. 


John Howard Payne's Remains. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—The remains of 
John Howard Payne, author of “Home, Sweet 
Home,” arrived in this city this morning. The 
undertaker, with the assistance of raliroad em- 
ployes, lifted out the coffin, which was enciosed 
in a wedge-shaped, foreign-looking box of wood, 
heavily bound at the sides and corners with 
straps of wrought-iron. On each side there were 
three iron handles. The box was covered with a 
black pall and draped with the American 
. It was borne at onee to the house, 
followed by W. W. Corcoran, C. M. Matthews 
and Lieutenant Nicholson, and. taking a carria 
the party accomvanied the remains to Oak Hill 
and saw them placed inthe chapel. The coffin 
will be exposed to view in the chapel and will 
probably remain there for some days before being 
removed to the vault. It{is said the lawn facing 
the entrances is being thought of as a place ot in- 
terment. A monument at this point would be 
very conspicuous.

Mrs. Uhler Threatening to Bring Several 
Suits for Property.

New York, March 244.—Mrs. Emma H. Ubler

Capt. McIlwain 
and George Cobb, Mr. Jos. Haverstick’s lawyer, 
were present with several police officers, but they 
retired and left her to herself. She rulled 
Haverstick’s coat up into a_ bundle, 
which she carried about with her all day. She 
claimed that his diamand collar-button was niiss- 
ing, and later searched for a diamond ring he had 
worn. She was informed that the ring haa been 
claimed by Joseph Haverstick and had been given 
to him by Coroner Levy. She declared it was her 
engagement ring, given her by her husband, and 
that she herself had given it to Haverstick. 

“If they do net give it back,” she cried, “they 
may take syerz ing. I want the ring.”

FOREIGN SCANDALS. 


The Lady Who Caused Lord Lonsdal e’s 
: Libel Suit Against Yates. 


An Englishman writing for the New York 
Tribune says the mysterious contributor is 
no other than Lady Stradbroke, a very clever 
woman, fond of “getting into type,” and a 
writer for the Worid for several years past. 
So accurate has she generally been that her 
statements have been accepted with unhesi- 
tating faith.

" DOTTED VBILS. 


Injury Done to Ladies’ Eyes—Hundreds 
Suffering from Optical Diseases, 
From the Philadelphia Evening News. 


A crusade has been made against the ci- 
garette-smoking yourig man, the girl who 
stops up the pores of the skin with bando- 
line and ¢osmetics, the women or meh who 
wear tight shoes or colored stockings, yet 
thé use of dotted veiling by ladies is entirely 
overlooked. For some time past opticians 
and eye specialists have been discussing the 
evils which are wrought by the dotted veil, 
with but few exceptions, right 
in their opinion that their use is very detri- 
mental to the vision. 

The dangerous “‘beautifier.” This kind of 
veiling is made in a number of styles,, but in 
a majority of cases the veils are made and 
worn to beautify the features and complexion 
of the person who peers through them, and 
the name of “‘beautifier’’ has come to be ac- 
cepted term by which this fabric is designat- 
ed. Itis manufactured in all grades and at 
all prices, and so universal is it being worn 
that a reporter counted seventeen ladies out 
of every hundred who wore veils with this 
fabric on. 

When spoken to upon the sub- 
ject, a prominent optician said that 
the damage that is done to 
the eyes by the use of this style of veil 
can hardly be imagined. ‘‘You would be sur- 

rised,”’ said he, “if I should tell you thata 
arge part of my practice is owing to the use 
of these veils. A lady with perfectly healthy 
eyes and strong optical nerves can stand the 
strain of them for a long period—in fact, 
for years. She could endure them for a life- 
time, probably, if the styles did not 
change. To-day, however, we have the close- 
ly dotted veil. To-morrow a veil will be 
displayed in the store windows with the 
dots sparsely studded over the fabrics; and 
that is the way the fashion varies. Seven 
ladies out of every ten are troubled in some 
way with their eyes. Some have weak 
nerves of the eyelid; others have weak opti- 
cal nerves, and all the diseases to which the 
eye is heir are shown in a greater or less de- 
gree in these seven ladies. The cause of this 
trouble is the beams and shadows that are 
continually flashed into the eye and the 
couutenance, and spasmodic twitching of the 
eyeball when the person desires to see sume 
object which is hidden by the dot in the veil. 

“Some veils have dots of different colors 
from the thread of the fabric; does this irri- 
tate the nerve to any degree?’ inquired the 
reporter, 

“Yes, indeed; it makes a material differ- 
ence,”’ was the reply. ‘““The colors are very 
trying upon the delicate nerves of the eye, 
and such a veil is far more prejudicial to the 
vision than the ordinary dotted veil of one 
solid color.” 

“What is your opinion of the zigzag cords 
in the mourning veils?” 

‘That is very iujurious; indeed it is far 
more injurious than the dotted veil, yet there 
is one advantage that it has, and that is not 
attributable tothe merits of the veil, When 
a lady is in mourning she usuallyjwears one 
veil, and thereby becomes accustomed to its 
use; but a lady that wears a dotted veil for 
a beautifier usually hasa great variety, and 
she is continualiy changing them. ‘The 
dotted veil can be purchased as low as twen- 
ty-five cents a yard, and an eighth of a yard 
will be sufficient for a veil, according to the 
present style, as they are only worn over the 
upper portion of the face.” 

“I don’t suppose you object to their use?”’ 
queried the reporter. 

‘Well, no,” laughingly replied the opti- 
cian, “not ina pecuniary point of view, but 
in a general sense ldo. I see sg many cases 
of optical affections which are ee down 
to the children of those people that in my 
opinion, if the present ruinous fashion pre- 
vails for any length of time, it will have.a 
marked effect on the rising generation.” 

Another eminent eye specialist was con- 
sulted. and he agreed with the former opti- 
cian in many particulars, yet hediffered with 
him in respect to the manner in which the 
eye was affected by the veiling. ‘Ihe prin- 
cipal trouble is the nervousness which is 
caused by the obstructed vision. A person 
becomes nervous by looking at the dots, and 
the nerves of the eye are so irritated that the 
Vision is seriously affected.” 

The physician reiterated some of the facts 
that are given above, and in speaking of the 
general abuses which the different members 
of the body are subject to inthe eager pur- 
suit of attractiveness which nature has neg- 
lected he said: ‘‘lt has always been a curious 
question to me why a woman will persist in 
allowing the full weight of her clothing to 
fall upon the waist and hips. A woman’s 
skirts will weigh as much as the whole outfit 
of aman, and yet the clothing of a man is 
entirely supported upon the shoulders, the 
place where the strain can best be borne. A 
woman, who is naturally the weaker, and 
who should utilize all her strength,allows her 
clothing to test upon her waist. ‘This is an 
evil which certain people have attempted to 
alleviate, but it seems that the woman is ob- 
stinate and blind to her best interests.” 


Fate of an Ancient Weather Prophet.

The career of Wiggins calls to mind the 
yunishment which Dean Swift. and some of 
iis friends inflicted upon a weather prophe- 

sying imposter in Queen Anne’s time, known 
as Partridge, the almanac maker. Partridge 
started in life asa shoemaker, but he soon 
left that for the more profitable and far 
less laborious pursuit of quack prophet and 
humbug generally. His pretensions imposed 
on credulous people and his almanacs were 
bought by the thousands. To show what 
sorry quacks Wiggins and Vennor are, not- 
withstanding the lapse of two centuries, dur- 
ing which the art of humbugging has been 
ese omy immensely, they have not im- 
proved in the least on Partridge’s system. 
He, justas they, foretold storms in March 
and December, showers in April, hot weath- 
er in August, and frostsin November, and 
made as loud boasts as if a hit was made. 

Swift became disgusted at Partridge’s 
pretensions. and determined to put him 

down. Walking around London one day, he 
noticed over a smith’s shop the sign, “Isaac 
Bickerstaff.”” it struck his fancy, and he 
stored it in his memory for future use. In 
January, 1708, Partridge came out with his 
almanac as usual. A few weeks afterward 
London was astonished by the publication 
of a small sheet which purported to contain 
the predictions of Isaac Bickerstaff, astrolo- 
ger. It made a profound sensation, and the 
sale was great. Instead of the vague and 
indefinite hints at futurity which Partridge’s 
almanac contained, it foretold foreign and 
doinestic events with the greatest particulari- 
ty, giving even the hour of the day when 
deaths of famous men, great victories, 
and defeats sheuld occur. But one statement 
created the most talk; forat 11 o’clock on 
the 29th of March it was predicted that 
Partridge, the almanac maker, would die. 
Partridge himself stout!y denied its truth; 
but it was of no use. On the 30th of March 
another pamphlet came out giving a circum- 
stantial account of his death, after a sincere 
repentanee of his sins and a confession of 
the worthlessness of his almanac, Every- 
body believed he was dead, and Partridge 
was never able to convince the public that 
he was still alive. It broke up his business, 
and in a few years he reaily did die. It isa 
pity that the Dean isn’t still on earth to deal 
with Vennor and Wiggins. A good dose of

A CIRCUS GAREER. 


The Death of the Well Known Per- 
former, William T. Aymar. 
From the New York Times. 


William T. Aymar, once a well known and 
famous circus actor and manager, who had 
been connected at one time and another with 
most of the great traveling shows of the 
country, died last Friday. ymar was born 
in Brooklyn in 1831, and was brought up in 
this city. He went into the we gga f in 
1842, traveling with his brother’s (John 
Aymar’s) circus as a clown and bare-back 
rider through New York and Pennsylvania. 
He afterward went into partnership with his 
brother and remained with him in the busi- 
ness for several years. In 1859, with his 
brother, Walter B. Aymar, he took the first 
cireus overland tu the Pacific coast which ey- 
er performed there, and they were obliged to 
cut roads for their wagons a part of the way. 
In California he ventured into a wild portion 
of the country and carried his show through 
several desperate fights with the Indians, On 
one occasion he led his performers to a 
bloody victory over a party of Indians with- 
in his very circus ring under the canvas, 
The Indians here gave him the name of the 
“White Ceief.”” From California the broth- 
ers took their circus to Peru and gave per- 
formances in the villages among the Indians 
of South America, where they ran great risk 
of their lives and had many narrow escapes. 
William Aymar only remained in Soitth 
America six months, and, leaving his broth- 
er there, he returned to California, where he 
established a tivery stable on a sane scale 
and speculated in mining stocks. e after- 
ward traveled with Howe’s circus as a gener- 
al performer for four vears, and for four 
years more with Adam Forepaugh. He then 
joined the European show, and in 1873 went 
to Mexico with his brother Walter’s circus. 
li) 1877 he made his last tour with Barnum. 
Ayittar also gained some notoriety as a 
dramatic performer, and he played for sev- 
eral years at different times in the principal 
cities in border plays and _ sensational 
dramas, In 1853 he won the championship 
of Americain high jumping, and was the 
first actor to perform the now well-known 
act of turning a somersault over an elephant. 
He also introduced whatis known as tue 
“perch act,” that is, climbing a pole which 
another performer holds on his chest. He 
was considered the second best man in the 
country in the ‘*Pete Perkins act,’’ in which 
the performer comes into the ring disguised 
as a drunken man and insists on riding the 
horse, miraculously escaping injury, an act 
which used to be a great part of the country. 
Four years ago Aymar strained himself so 
as to induce severe hemorrhages, in riding a 
buffalo in at show a Coney Island. His in- 
jury obliged him to leave the ring, and he 
had been an invalid ever since. Five months 
ago he went to live with his brother, Walter 
B. Aymar, in Fordham, where he died. He 
leaves a widow and two sons, the elder of 
whom holds a high rank in his father’s pro- 
fession. Aymar was a Mason and a member 
of the Dramatic Fund Association. The 
funeral will take place this afternoon from 
bis brother’s residence.

Private Royal Property.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


A handsome pin-cushion which can be used 
is made of satin with a spray of flowers em- 
broidered in silk. Around the edges puta 
heavy pleating of satin. 

For one who can afford to use it in that 
way, whipped cream, highly flavored with 
vanilla, rose water, or wine, makes the rich- 
est and most agreeable pudding sauce. 


Sweet potatoes which are almost without 
taste are muth improvedif the tough outside 
skin is removed, and they are put under a 
roast of beef tocook. They will brown over 
nicely and receive an agreeable flavor. 


Do not throw away woolen stockings, even 
if the feet are entirely worn out, or are so 
thin as to warrant no more wearing; the legs 
make the best kind of stockings fora child 
of two years old, Cut a pattern from a little 
‘*boughten” pair, and make with small soft 
seams. 

The tidies, and table scarfs, and lambre- 
quins crocheted of macrame or fish cord are 
very much improved in appearance if, after 
they are done, but before the ribbons are run 
in, they are pressed with a hot iron. Lay a 
damp cloth over the wrong side of the w ork, 
and press hard and dry with the iron. 


An excellent soup can be made by taking 
one can of corn and boiling the corn in one 
quart of milk and water in equal proportion; 
season with salt, pepper and butter. After 
it has boiled for about ten minutes, stir in it 
three well-beaten eggs. Serve hot, with a 
little rolled cracker, added just before send- 
ing to the table. 


Tidies made of antique lace can be worked 
satisfactorily if soaked in borax water; then 
let them lie in warm suds, squeezing them 
with your hands; rinse, but do not blue 
them. Instead of ironing them, pull them 
in shape, and pin them to a clean cloth on 
your irening board; pick out each little 
te and pS it down. Let them get per- 
ectiy dry before removing them, 


Do not attempt to remove the unsightl 
crust that is very likely to form on the top 
of a nursing baby’s head. ‘The head should 
be washed gently every morning with luke- 
warm water white castile soap; then you 
can rub a little glycerine on the crust or 
scale, which will soften it and heal it: but to 
attempt to remove it with a comb or by hard

Murders there are which have gone un- 
soived for centuries, but seldom is it thata 
known murderer lives in the midst of a 
community which is uainted with the 
dreadful details of his crime, and yet does 
not so much as accuse him. Yetsuch is the 
case here and now, and the guilty man is 
one of the main mine owners and business 
bulwarks of this camp. The history of his 
crimes no man may tell, for no man save 
himself knows. There isa bloody memory, 
however, from thé golden days of the 
Argonauts, away back in ’49. which, still to 
the imagination stains the sands of the 
Sacramento River and brands Jim Murphy— 
as I may call him—as a murderer and 
robber. This old crimson halo would not, 
however, of itself cummand the attention of 
the world of to-day. This is pre-eminently 
the age of contemporary interest, and the 
shadows of moldy crimes do not curdle the 
everyday bloud. has just been an in- 
dication that fate, or Providence, or spilled 
blood, which cries aloud for vengeance, will 
not rest content without some atonement. 
The circumstances were peculiar and of 
more than ordinary interest. 

About three miles up the canon, just out- 
side the edge of a great mass of rock, 
through which the flume is eut, stands what 
is now the wreck of an old cabin, built in 
the placer excitement of ’64, and, untila few 
days ago eably inhabited and standing 
intact. Now it is being visited by scores 
of excited miners, for it has just n the 
scene of the most mysterious murder of 
the annals of crime in Western mining 
camps. No, most mysterious save one, for 
who ever knew how the old Frenchman was 
murdered gand roobed in Cut-throat Fiat 
in ’49? True, there are dark whispers that 
the same man who killed the Frenchman 
and carried away his gold was the cause of 
last night’s awful tragedy. True, they do 
say that nobody in this camp, or in this re- 
gion, would make such peculiar tracks as 
tuose found along the flume above Dave 
Jones’ cabin, or the place where that cabin 
was when Dave crawied in last night after a 
hard day’s work in the tunnel up" above and 
went to sleep. But who could think of ac- 
cusing *“King’”’ Murphy?” 

JIM MURPHY’S PAST. 

“Who is this Jim Murphy, anyway?” 

He was in California in ’49, yet he does not 
look old. He had red whiskers and mustache 
then, and shaggy red hair; now he has jet 
black hair and whiskers and no mustache. 
He had “snaggled” teeth then, but now he 
has a beautiful and complete set of white 
ivories. He had a cringing, snaky look then 
out of his greenish gray eyes; he hasa de- 
fiant, snaky look now out of his grayish 
green eyes. He was a little fellow, not more 
than five feet four they, with a shuffling 
git; he wears very high-heeled boots, with 
in-soles and cork toes, now; walks very 
straight, with head slightly thrown back, 
and is at least five feet eight inches high 
now. He wasa sahbbily-dressed, poverty- 
stricken miner then; he wears broadcloth 
and diagonal nuw, jaunt but queer-looking 
calfskin boots, and a stove-pipe hat. Yet, 
with all this, it is the same Jim Murphy 
who killed the Frenchman in Cut-throat 
Fiat, California, in 49, and whois now sus- 
pected of having been the death of Dave 
Jones last night in the cabin in Silver Bow 
Canon. 

There has been a Vigilance Committee 
here for a long time, but they never accused 
Jim of the Frenchman’s murder, nor asked 
him to give an account of himself, nor gave 
him two hours to leave fown. Oh no, Jim is 
a member of the committee himself! Be- 
sides, Jim is more Sheriff than the Sheriff 
himself, and when Jim says shoot, the Sher- 
iff will shoot. But all the miners knew the 
poor, cut, disfigured body lying yonder on 
his own cabin door, now all that is left of 
Dave Jones, 

Dave had been working his tunnel for 
nearly three months junder a lease from Jim 
Murphy, giving him .the privilege of pur- 
chase for a mere trifle within ninety days. 
He never had recorded his lease, said but lit- 
tie about it, and as the time for it to expire 
drew near worked from early morning until 
far into the night in desperation. Until a 
day or two .ago he had taken 
out mere waste or decomposed rock 
worth nothing, not enough to pay for its 
working.

They must have found 
it, for they crowd §thick about one spot as 
bees abouta hive, give a wild yell, and 
quickly close their ranks so as to exclude 
the Sheriff’s gang, who are in a minority, 
and stand moodily by wondering what the 
end will be and when it will come. 

JIM MURPHY TRAPPED. 

In a moment one of the miners had 
stooped down, drawn a line in the-soft earth 
around the print of.a very peculiar boot-heel 
and called for a spade. In these places 
spades are handy, and the ranks are svon 
closed again as he cautiously sinks the spade 
around a square foot of earth in the boggy 
cabin floor, lifts it cautiously out, puts it in- 
to a box, in which it fits accurately, and with 
a wild yell moves away, carefully surround- 
ed by half a hundred miners, down the 
canon. ‘lLhey reply to no questions from the 
eager outsiders who hang on their flanks and 
rear.

FRONTIER FIGHTING. 


An Army Officer’s Description of Life 
Among the Apaches in Arizona. 
Fort McDowell, (A. T.,) cor Courier-Journal 


The garrison wakes up some bright morn- 
ing to renewed life and activity, for news of 
an Indian outbreak has been received. They 
have left the reservation and have killed 
some citizens, driven off their stock and fied 
to the mountains. The Indian Agent and 
his Indian police have been powerless—all 
good Indian Agents are necessarily soin such 
cases—and ay are thankful to get off with 
their lives, e military are notified as 
soon as ible. But here the Indians have 
shown their cunning, and the telegraph lines 
are found down or cut; couriers or stage 
drivers are then intrusted with the news. 
Everything has been delayed by the maneu- 
versof the Indians. Then the courier, if 
Lat / A le especially, stops and tells or 
magnifies his news at every settlement. The 
citizens all flee to some rendezvous for their 
common safety. However, the — courier 
comes clattering into the post at last his 
horse now at full speed. Then the post 
commander receives the message, which is 

romptly sent to the head of the department. 
Feoone, generally cavalry, are immediatel 
ordered in pursuit of the renegades. Eac 
post sends ont one ortwo companies and 
a company of ian scouts. ‘The trail 
is soon found by ené or more of these com- 
mands. 

Here the Indians, both the pursued and 
the pursuing scouts, evince the greatest cun- 
ning. The renegade Indians have selected 
their trail months before. They know every 
crook and turn, every rock and stick. Itis 
always made through deep canons and over 
high mountains, Wherever an ambush or 
stand can be made toadvantage. Every pre- 
caution isused by them to deceive and mis- 
lead the troops. Whenever they travel ona 
level or mesa the band scatters to makea 
blind trail. Indians travel on foot, even 
when encumbered, with great rapidity. The 
squaws carry everything in the way of bag- 
gage, provisions and ammunition. Their 
march is always retarded by the weight of 
their plunder, though an Indian ca” push a 
broken-down horse faster and further than 
civilized men can drive a respectable beast. 
They treat them horribly, of course; four 
Indians often ride the same animal, and, if 
he has any inclination to lag, he is prodded 
along with sharp knives or stones, 

It is related of a post trader at Old Camp 
G., and the story is vouched for, that he had 
purchased six broken-down, all-worn-out 
and sick Government mules. Their backs 
were sore, and they appeared so weak that 
the auctioneer requested the spectators not 
even to look at them hard for it would knock 
them down. 

The post-trader bought them and turned 
them out near the post, and expressed a wish 
that some Indians who had been stealing 
stock in the neighborhood would steal them. 
He thought how easy a matter it would be 
to get a few citizens vigilant and catch the 
thieves. The Indians did steal the mules as 
he had desired, and the vigilants pursued 
them on a fresh trail for ninety miles with- 
out evertaking them, though the citizens’ 
horses were fresh. 

But to return to the trail which we have 
left and which the scouts are trying to pick 
up. How skillfully they have found it! 
Every moccasin track is noticed; every 
spear of grass is examined for a bruise; 
every rock fora scratch. Though none o 
the soldiers could find a sign of the fugitives 
on the hard and rocky ground, the Indian 
scouts followed it at considerable speed. As 
then advance Or gainon the hostiles theygrow’ 
more cautious, and every movement of a leaf 
or stick causes them to start. The oldest 
and most experienced of them have only to 
make a gesture to cause the whole company 
to fall upon their faces and seek shelter. 
Often their alarm may be uncalled-for, but 
it is evident that the trail has become hot or 
very fresh, and the hostiles may makea 
stand very soon. 

Knowing how easy it is to fall.into an In- 
dian ambuscade, all have grown very cau- 
tious. Finally, when the hostile Indians 
find they can elude the troops no longer, or 
that their stolen stock will not keep.the trail, 
or that their squaws have at last felt the ex- 
treme weight of their burdens, they conclude 
to fight, and prepare to make a stand. They 
then select a stronghold in the mountains 
and fortify themselves with rocks and build 
rifle-pits. Tiften they wait for the troops to 
come up to begin the attack. 

However, the Indian scouts have discov- 
ered the hiding-p!ace, or, knowing it before- 
hand, have warned the commanding officer 
ofthe impending fight- At the last water 
station, if, perchance, there is any water in 
the country, the troops are brought to a halt, 
the horses and pack-inules watered, and the 
men fill their canteens. While the soldiers 
are resting the guide and scouts reconnoi- 
ter the position of the hostiles. If not too 
late the attack is made that day, but a sur- 
prise may be attempted by the Apaches the 
next morning at daybreak. When the In- 
dians open fire they howl and yell ferociously. 
If they know the guide or any of the officers 
or men they swear at and curse them, and 
give them the benefit of plenty of bul- 
iets. At length the line is drawn closer and 
closer around them; all the soldiers are now 
fighting bravely; then the charge is made 
and the hostiles are mer oop The squaws 
are taken prisoners with the bucks. if any 
of the latter have fled, they have carried as 
many of the dead and wounded with them as 
ssible, leaving the squaws and children to: 
ook out for theinselves. 

W hen the excitement has subsided and the 
dead and wounded are attended toa report 
of the fight is sent to the nearest pogt. ‘The 
wounded are then placed on rude litters of 
boughs, and are earried by two mules, or by 
hand, to the nearest road, or, perhaps, thie 
post. Pack-mules carry sick or disabled re 
very smoothly in this way. One is hitc 
in shafts if front and the other in the rear. 
But even a little joit makes a man’s suffer- 
ings intense.

Count Tolstoi’s Shot.

The District Criminal Court of Samara re- 
cently disposed of a case which is of interest, 
not only as presenting another illustration 
of the life and morals of the upper ranks of 
Russian society, but because the accused, 
Count N. A. Tolstoi, is a brother of the Rus- 
sian Minister of the Interior. The crime 
with which he was charged was an attempt 
to murder. The Count, a wealthy landed 

roprietor, who was universally esteemed for 
his excellent personal qualities, was supposed | 
to be very happy in his domestic relations ; but 
about a couple of years ago his wife, a lady 
already past the middle oe of life, formed 
a liaison with a poor nobleman, M. de Bos- 
trom. Count Tolstoi spared no pains to in- 
duee the Countess to abandon the illicit con- 
nection and return to a sense of her duty. On 
the ist of September last accident confronted 
the husband once more with the faithiess 
wife and her seducer. As Count Tolstoi was 
traveling in tne train from Orenburg to Sys- 
ranyi two passengers entered the carriage in 
which he was sitting at Besentshuk, an in- 
termediate station. They were the Countess 
and M. de Bostrom. The Count once 
more endeavored to persuade his wife to re- 
turn home, but his remonstrances were re- 
cieved with derision and contempt. Stung 
to madmess he drew a revolver and was about 
to fire at Bostrom, when the Countess seized 
his arm, and the shot, being diverted, only 
wounded the paramour in the foot. Bos- 
trom seized the weapon, wrested it from the 
Count’s hands and threw it out of the win- 
dow. At the trial the jury found a unami- 
mous verdict of “Not guilty” against the 
wron husband, and he was instantly lib- 
era amid the enthusiastic applause of the 
crowd who had been attracted to the court to 


hear the case.
